sistance for which licenses were sought, recardJcss of 
the Treasury Departments denials, "ft is part of our 
moral and religious obligation.** they said, "to aid in 
the rehabilitation and reconstruction of the two Viet- 
nam s," AFSC officials risk possible fines and im- 
prisonment as a result. 

• At ihe invitation of the House Sub-Committee on 
International Trade and Commerce, AFSC chairman 
Wallace Collctt testified in Washington. D.C. oh Sep- 
tember 9, 1975 about the government's denial to 
AFSC of shipping licenses for humanitarian aid to 
Vietnam. "Now that the war is over, the U.S. has a 
profound moral obligation to aid in the reconstruc- 
tion and rehabilitation of Vietnam," Wallace Collett 
said. "AFSC believes genuine humanitarian aid must 



be provided on the ba\is of need, not because of ra- 
cial, religious, or political identification as "hostile' or 
friendly/" AFSC h:is asked to meet with President 
Ford and Treasury Department officials, to raise ques-* 
tions about the arbitrariness of the government'* de* 
cbion and "to dtscu« this apparent reversal or the 
traditional response of the American government and 
people lo the needs of victims of war/* 

• At the cabled Invitation of the Vict My Committee - 
of North Vietnam, Louis Schneider visited Hanoi, 
North Vietnam* from August 30 to September 6, 1975 
for the thirtieth Celebration of National Djv, Vietnam** 
Independence Day, He also visited in Saigon, Soutfr- 
Vietnam; Vientiane, Laos; Singapore and Tokyo," 
where he met with AFSC field staff. Returning to 
Philadelphia on September 15, Lou Schneider said of 
Vietnam: "The most moving experience of joining the 
people of Vietnam in celebration of their National- 
Day was to understand with feeling their deep happi- 
ness that freedom and independence had been re-_ 
deemed. After struggling to emerge from decades of- 
cclonial domination and war, the mood of the Vici- 
namese people was one of jubilation to be sure,.b«c 
tempered with a deep and quiet dignity that surrounded 
the celebration with a certain serenity." , :: ,

AFSC wilt provide trns of thousands of sweaters f* 
school children Curing the damp winter season i 
North Vietnam. The September Board meeting n 
s ponded enthusiastically to a V'etnamese reques. 
launching a combined fund and sweater^raising cam* 
paign. AFSC will immediately purchase $50,000 worth 
of acrylic yarn which the Vietnamese themselves wtff 
manufacture into some 60,000 sweaters. Hand knit 
end manufactured children's sweaters a/so wit! be col- 
lected in the United States* (Details of size end yarn 
requirements may be obtained from regional offices or 
from the national office in Philadelphia.) Those wtm 
donate a sweater are atso asked to write to Congress 
urging the large-scale reconstruction aid to Indochinm 
which only the government can provide* 

The sweaters project is AFSCs part in the FRIEND 
SHIPMENT campaign, a new national coalition of reli- 
gious and peace organizations*

Indian P/ogram 
Aids Prisoners

Middle Atlantic Region ~ 

In New York State prisons, most Indian prisoners 
come from an urban environment where t hey suffer a 
loss of identity in a culture far removed from their 
own. Since 1970, Tom Sullivan — Mohawk Indian 
and recent member of AFSC staff — has worked to 
help re-establish the Indians' tics with their own cus- 
toms, language and religion. The Indian Cultural 
Awareness Program, funded from 1974 by AFSC and 
other groups, has included visits to incarcerated 
Indians, teaching of crafts and customs, and staging 
of ritual ceremonies to support and strengthen the 
incarcerated men for their eventual return to society, 
While Tom has worked in 15 New York State prisons, . 
he has focused mainly on Albion, Attica and Auburn- 
Prisons. In each case he helped build a committee of" 
locaJ Native Americans which carries out the program.' 

Recognizing that preventing crime makes more~ 
sense than trying to cure it, -a youth facet of the 
program — called the Iroquois Club — has focused on 
Indian young people in a racially mixed Syracuse 
ghetto. There, craft work, gardening, visits to the 
Onandaga Reservation, and ceremonies help strengthen 
cultural awareness. Again, a strong local committee 
coordinates the program in Mernman House, a com- 
munity center. 

Today, the North American Indian Club has, 
assumed responsibility for continuing the youth pro- 
gram. And at several Upstate New York prisons, 
supervision of the local volunteer croups carrying on 
the Cultural A* arc nest Pro g Jam with Indian prisoners 
has been assumed by the Council of Chiefs of the 
Onandaga Nation. Thus. AFSC has accomplished 
a major coal in turning these programs over to the 
local community so that people can take rcsponsi- 

bility for the direction of their own fives.

They crowed 
areas less visibly than men. curried messages, supplies 
and ammunition, and many talked to people about 
the rewards of a socialist revolution. Since they were 
not soldiers in the Thicu regime, women stayed home 
and held the family together* often earning the fam- 
ily's livelihood. The women maintained a mother's 
or wife's or sister's love for a family member, and 
many families kept in touch with relatives in the north 
or in PRG areas via Paris or hand-carried letters. 
Women did not seem as depressed as many ARVN 
(Thicu) soldiers were, who daily faced possible death, 
although death was a very real possibility for anyone 
in rural south Vietnam. 

In the fall of 1974, a small group of mendicant 
Buddhist nuns led by head nun Huynh Lien led street 
demonstrations against the corrupt Tliieu regime. Old 
women shopping in the area joined these nuns and t 
with their handbags or sandals, resisted the young, 
rude policemen frying to disperse demonstrators. Such 
demonstrators were harrassed or put under house ar- 
rest, but the demonstrations were one of the signs of 
the crumbling of the Thieu regime. 

Famous women like lawyer Madame N$o Ba 
Thanh, who ;poke out internationally against the 
government and suffered several years in prison for 
it, and non-famous women like Bon, the prosthetist 
in our center who was outspoken and committed to 
a Vietnam without war, played an important role 
in bringing the wax and its politics to the world's 
attention. 

In the new Vietnam, women like these can be ex- 
pected to continue working far what they believe in.

Editorial 

A Prophet^ Dream

When the women's rights movement first 
emerged in the United Stales at the Seneca 
Palis Conference of 1848, its Quaker leaders 
saw it as one aspect of human liberation. Com- 
mited to the abolition of slavery through non- 
resistant means, Lucretia Mott and her col- 
leagues had first been made personally aware 
of discrimination against women when they 
were thwarted in their ami-slavery agitation. As 
-,oon as the cancer of slavery was removed from 
American society, and women were freed from 
the prejudice of the ages, they believed, the 
whole of American society would be trans- 
formed, and the changes would rub off on 
Indians, prisoners, Irish laborers, on all who 
were poor and discriminated against. It was 
this driving overall vision that gave the move- 
ment Ks motive power in the first twenty years. 

During World War /, the women's movement 
again flowered, this time as a drive for universal 
suffrage. Once more there was Quaker reader- 
ship and once more a grand vision, of which 
women's suffrage was a pan. The women's 
movement was seen by its adherents as an as* 
pect of bringing about worid peace and correct- 
ing the injustice of the sweatshop. 

A third phase o/ the movement grew out of the 
struggle for civil rights and against the Vietnam 
war, But, doe to a Jack of articulation and widely 
held vision on the part of women, people in 
Third World countries have got the impression 
that American women have been interested in 
liberation for liberation's sake, with little con* 
. cem about joining their less privileged sisters 
in a worldwide struggle for peace and justice. 

4r the International Women's Year Conference 
held in Mexico Ctty last June, a ten-year plan of 
action for the elimination of sett discrimination 
was adopted. But. as many Third World women 
in the Tribune tried to explain, such a plan is 
meaningless unless coupled with a vision of a 
better world. Lucretia tvTott woufd have agreed. 
Perhaos il is time tor her spiritual aescendants 
to be about the task of formulating a prophetic 
dteam.

Licenses Denied 

At present the Departments of Slate, Treasury, and. 
Commerce take the position that Cambodia and Viet- 
nam should remain unaer the restrictions of the Trading 
with the Enemy Act and hence subject to export control 
regulations. It is these regulations under which some 
licenses to export goods to Vietnam have been denied, 
to the AFSC. The Ford administration thus is turning 
its back, in spite of earlier U.S. promises to the contrary, 
on much of the human need in the war-devastated areas 
about which such effusive concerns had been projected 
for years, 

In a private consultation with a key government of- 
ficial, WPAP staff were told that no change of position 
by the State Department can be expected in the fore* 
seeable future.

It is true thai the food stamp program has grown 
from 633 t 0C? recipients in 1965 — the first year of na- 
tional opcrat.on — ;o 18.172.000 in June 1975. But those 
food assistance recipients who were on the "surplus 
commodity c!rstr:bution program 1 " in the 1960's have f 
since that program was virtually terminated, transferred 
to tne food stamp program. That means shifting 7.5 
million peop:e to food c'^mps. In addition, in 1962, be- 
fore food stanp programs were extended to ail coun- 
ties, some 1.300 counties had no food program relief 
whatsoever available to low-tnccme families. At the 
moment, seme 41 million people are eligible for food 
slamps, thou;h less than half that number receive them. 
As for charges of chiseling and ''rampant fraud", USOA 
officials have testified thit the level is very low; in fiscal 
1974 considerably less than one per cent of the average 
monthly caseload was found to be participating fraudu- 
lently, with most of the well publicized "error rate" 
attributable to technical errors by those administering 
the program. - ._-..-. . . 

A national lood stamp information center is planned, 
which will attempt to gel accurate informaf'on about 
the program into nauonal and local media. The Ameri- 
can Friends Sendee Committee will work with this 
group, which expects to begin issuing informational 
materials in October.

Bicentennial: A Time 
For Celebration?

It tt rigt»t to spend millions of dollars <\n a 2 (Kith anni- 
versary parly when there ;ircjrtilhon\ o/ cili/cns of the 
KcpuMic unemployed, suffering had health and mjtnuiri* 
lion, living in difapidalcd dwelling, attending exploding 
or inadequate schools, an J whtl« the country's loaders evade 
the admittedly siaegerinj; tasks of achieving equality, jus- 
ike an J opporiimily in real *avs tor nil. no* sonic Amer* 
icant? Is it celebration that h needed, or cerebration? 

Is the American Revolution a closed chapter in history, 
or do we si ill seek to achieve its goals, to complete the

The questions are raised in an era very different from 
two centuries ago. The Annual Meeting of the AFSC 
(Philadelphia* on November fi> is stressing the prophetic 
words of the late Quaker philosopher -activist, A. J. Music, 
whn said, "The world wc have known is passing . * . Human- 
kind has to become a new humanity or perish. If we are 
true at such a juncture to the seed of love which k in us.

The Bicentennial celebration of national independence 
occurs in a new planetary context: instantaneous com* 
municatioti has shrunken the world and whai happen i in 
one place affect j many oihers. VVe are facing ihe neccs- 
siiy of building into our thought and action processes the 
concepts of inierdependenee and iotenelatcdncss. , _ 

The less powerful Third World na lions are pressing the 
more powerful to accept a new socio-economic world 
relationship, to share the world's wealth and resource! 
more equally and to prevent a further widening of the 
rich -poor gap. Throughout the world there are new move- 
ment^ pressing for radical political and economic change. 
They challenge (he division of power between ihe Pint 
and Second Worlds. They challenge the trsm national al- 
liances of the economically powerful, the multinational cor- 
porations. They some times erupt violently and desperately, 
and the nuclear powers that live near the catastrophic brink 
uneasily maneuver to support or oppose them. 

Within nations there are institutionalized social and eco* 
nomic inequities that provoke discontent* unrest, rebellion 
— and countcrviolence from national armed services, the 
police and the powerful forces of the status quo. 

AH this occur* when there is realization — and resistance 
to it — that the air* water and earth are afflicted with social 
*nd industrial poisons that endanger plant and animal life. 

Never was there more need for a new bc^rming Q n a 
geneious scale. Bui realism sobers idealism. Making a 
new beginning requires a readiness for major change, for 
a looseness and experiment I ism thai is nol evident amort]!; 
the powerful of this- country or the wtuld. Nor is it evident 
among the less powerful hut comfortable. 

The American poet Muriel Riikcyser said* **Now again 
we see ihat all is unbegun. If we go deep enough* we reach 
ihe common life, the shared experience* ihe world of 
■ possibility." 

For AFSC* the words of the 17ih ccnlurv Quaker* Joh» 
Wnolman* arc a sipnpost at sueh a lime: "Here we hive a 
prospect of one common inicrcM from which our ov\n is 
inseparable, that 10 turn all the treasures *c possess into 
ihe channel of Universal Love become^ the buMncss of our 
lives.** 

Whh these challenge* in mind. AFSC looks to the

Jane has four children. One lives in ihe South, two 
are in a foster home, and the fourth — a baby — had 
been living with a relative. Jane is an inmale of the 
Cook County Correctional Center, Women's Division, 
in Chicago, Illinois. Concerned about her children but 
unable to reach them, Jane expressed her feelings to 
Marti Shock. Coordinator of AFSCs Mothers-in- 
Prison Project Marti contacted Jane's case worker 
who arranged for the two children from the foster 
home to visit Jane. Marti also got in touch with an 
uncle of Jane's, who posted bail for her. Once out on 
bail, jane was able to find a permanent {tome for her 
baby. Jane has now been transferred to an institution 
where she will undergo a druc rehabilitation program -

AFSCs Southeastern Region has begun the sixth year of its Farmworker Housing Program in Florida. Ft 
by a grant from the Rural Housing Alliance and directed by Jim Uochurch, Jr. and his staff ot sevec 
program will continue its emphasis on self-help housing for those farmworker families whose marginal inc 
are insufficient io purchase or rem adequate housing in the current market. By doing much of their own 
and assisted by a subsidized mortgage, families with adjusted incomes below S5,000 can acquire a new 
or {our -bedroom house. 

A new dimension of ilic program this year is an attempt to meet the needs of those farmworkers 
cannot qualify for a self-help purchase. Utilizing a Farmers Home Administration rent supplement pre 
AFSC wit! develop sponsor** locate sites, provide market surveys, prepare applications, and supervise cor 
Hon of small rental projects. To date, FmHA rental housing activity in Central Florida has been ncp 

Also this year, AFSC will make a survey of farmworker housing needs throughout the state of 
in order to identify the areas of greatest need. AFSC believes that some potential public and private r 
not currently using federal prop-ams for housing farmworkers can he motivated to do so. Local 
authorities may prove to be potential sponsors among existing agencies. 



Students' Rights Need 
Recognition, Says AFSC 

From Dayton Regional Office 

A high school student is told by teachers she may not 
have a drink ot water \n the school cafeteria because 
school board policy says, "water is an adult drink*" 

A parent is refused copies of her daughter's psycho- 
logical test records because they art "confidential." 

A boy is expelled from school for being insubor- 
dinate, after having been "boy of the year' 1 tbe year 
before. 

These are ihe kinds of problems the AFSCs Day- 
ton rcgion;ii staff try to solve through the Student 
Rights Project in that region. Lay advocates listen to 
students" complaints and meet with parents, teachers, 
and school officials. . 

When ii turned out that the injunction against water* 
drinking in the school cafeteria had crown out Of the 
School's disinclination to employ staff to fill glasses 
and hand them our io children, it seemed that some 
honest communication between school and children 
wa* seriously lacking. 

When Public i*» 93-3 SO, which requires schools 
to furnish psycholngical test record*; to parents on 
request, was pointed out io school officials, and when 
counseling for m it dents who suddenly "go wrong*' in 
school w;is MjgctMird, these proMcnts were on their 
way to being sulved. 

The .Student Hi^hf* Project extends to I he com- 
munity where st.ilf participate in workshops and semi- 
nars and have produced a himkici on students' rights 
which helps young people understand these.

From Portland, Oregon Office 

A new AFSC program focusing on family child care 
options has been developed by a community relations 
task force in Portland, Oregon, where there has been 
a very large reduction in stale funding for child care. 
The task force selected the Columbia-Piedmont area 
for this program. It is a racially mixed, low income, 
residential neighborhood with no day care facilities. 
But there are potentially important resources such as 
an enthusiastic neighborhood association and the 
Albina Family Counseling Service, with which AFSC 
has had a close working relationship over several 
years. 

Task force staff members Bob Turner and Pat 
Sposito stress that the new program's goals go beyond 
providing family day care services. They include: I) 
assistance to family day care consumers and providers

Disabled Fa?m Worker Gives 
Time to Tenants Union, UFW- =

Working long hours for too many years on the short 
hoe has left Manuel Bonce permanently disabled with 
a bad back. But even after four unsuccessful opera- 
tions to correct the damage caused by almost fifty 
years of farm labor, Manuel Bonce was still trying 
to work, refusing to apply for "welfare. Finally, last " 
spring his doctor told him he nnm stop. 

- Manuel Bonce is the father of twelve children. Hei~ 
lives with his family in two adjoining apartments in 
the Line II Farm Labor Camp near Visalia, California. 
On the fifteenth of that month, when his rent came- - 
due, the sheriff showed up to serve Bonce with an 
eviction notice from the Housing Authority. No grace 
period was to be allowed 

The Hoiking Authority 1 * treatment of Bonce was 
not unexpected, nor was iis harshness uncommon, T 
Bonce is an active member of ihe Lin ell Tenants 
Union, an A FSC-as misled program* directed by Ernesto 
Lorcdo and his dedicated staff. Since the Tenants" : 
Union started, back in J 965 with a successful, but 
grueling ihiny-two month rent strike, it has spread to 
Ltncll and several oiher farm labor camps: and it has 
suceeceVd in cainingt for the residents some inriuence 
over the running of the camps. 

"Pie Tenants I'm ion also works closely with and in 
support of ihe United Farm workers* movement, the 
two union* sharhic the cum n ion pqal of winning for 
farmworkers mocc- control over conditions in which 
they live and work. 

So the sheriff .showrd up with an eviction notice at 
6 p.m. on the day Manuel 11 mice's rent was due. But 
by 5 p.m., |lo:;cc had p:iid the rent and had a receipt 
to prov^ ii. ih.mks to the help oi Hc.t/et Garcia of 
the Tenants L:von who had obtained the necessary 
rent numcy. LJca/cr Garcia also helped Manuel Honct 
apply fur welfare.

Participants in each city, Including Washington, DX., submitted copies of forms 
through which they joined the AFSC's determination to send the unlicensed humanitaria. 
aid to North and Sputh Vietnam — by making a donation for purchase of the items * The 
fishnets, agricultural implements and screw-making machines will be sent as soon as 
purchases are completed and shipping arrangements made final. 

In the Southeast, in addition to the Knoxville vigil which included a presenta^ 
tion of support evidence to the U.S. Attorney, there were similar public events in 
Atlanta, Miami, Raleigh, Greenville, and Greensboro, nc, and Mobile, At* 

In Atlanta members of the Atlanta Friends Meeting and other friends of AFSC held 
a meeting for worship at the Atlanta Quaker Housq. From there they proceeded to the 
Atlanta Federal building where a vigil was held and evidence that they had joined AFSC 
in the shipment of non-licensed aid was delivered to the U.S. Attorney* 

In Miami the day began with a 9 a.m. worship service at the YWCA and concluded 
with a vigil in front of the Federal building. A committee of the vigilers met in- 
side to present the U.S. Attorney with evidence of ^support for the shipment. 

In Mobile, an 8 a.m. prayer vigil was followed by lunch hour leafleting in front 

of the Federal building and an afternoon appointment with the U.S. Attorney* Soon 

vigils were also held at Federal buildings in Raleigh, Greensboro, and Greenville,

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"Now, after the hoy^.lities are over, ' h umanl tar ia*xJL seems to have a narrower 
meaning than during the war.*. It simply cannot be humanitarian to feed people for a 
short time, and not humanitarian- to enable them to eat for a longer time," AFSC Board 
Chairman Wallace Collett said in Congressional testimony in September* 

The Treasury Department approved licenses for shipment of food and medicine to 
South Vietnam this year* About 220 U.S. tons of powdered milk are ready for shipment 
by AFSC from Singapore to Saigon under that approval. 

Regarding the other items, AFSC Executive Secretary Louis Schneider declared toda$ 

that "The arbitrary license denial by the Administration symbolizes the whole of U.S. 

postwar attitudes to Indochina. Instead of following the long American tradition of 

aiding in the reconstruction of war-damaged countries, and of reconciliation with past 

foes, this Administration has taken another course." 

He said that, for example, the Administration has: *

—Twice vetoed Vietnamese membership in the United Nations, despite nearly total 
opposition in the General Assembly and the Security Council. 

Barred normal commerce (and some humanitarian aid) by employing the Trading
